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FIRED OH A SCHOONER 

An American Vessel's Experi- 
ence in Cuban Waters.

Break watkk, Del., July 25.— Cap- 
tain quick of the Anwrlttttt schooner 
Carrie E. Lane, upon her arrival here 
lust night, had a tale to tell about u 
thrilling encounter ill Cuban water;, 
with a Spanish gunboat. Two shots 
were fired at the Lane by the man-of 
war, and one of the schooner' 8 crew 
narrowly escaped bains killed by one 
of them. The vessel was made to 
heave to and give an account ot herself 
before being allowed to proceed. 

The schooner was off Cape Antonio 
and making good time before u stiff 
breeze, when, on the 14th inst., she 
sighted a steamer flying the Spanish 
Mag, following her. Captain Quick at 
first paid no attention to the stranger, 
but after an hour or so noticed that she 
was signaling him to stop. He then 
examined her more closely, but could 
only make oat that she looked like a 
large tugboat, such a- usually are In the 
haroor about Philadelphia, New York 
and other American si aports. 

While he was making np his mind 
what course to pursue a puff of smoke 
curled up over the steamer's port bow, 
and a round shot whistled uncomfort- 
ably close to the schooner's main mast 
and plunged into the water on the lee 
quarter. Captain Quick gave an order 
to haul in sail and bring the vessel too. 
and while this was being done one of 
the crew ran out on the bowsprit. As 
he stood there the gun on the Spanish 
warship boomed again and unother shot 
sped on its way toward the American 
craft, this tune coming so close to her 
that the sailor on the . bowsprit swe •» 
he distinctly felt the wind caused by its 
rapid flight. 

The Lane soon came to a dead stop 
and tiie gunboat drew up under her 
quarter. A boat was lowered and four 
Spanish marines, under the command 
of n lieutenant in the Spanish navy,

hat and demanded to know from what 
p irt the Lane bad tailed and whither 
she was bound. Captaiu Quick gave 
the required information ami produced 
bit clearance palters in proof of his as- 
sertioue, No further search wae made 
and the vessel was permitted to eou- 
t uue on her course without further 

molqetation, 

i aptum Qniek says (hat he could not 
see the nan..' of the gunboat, although 
he tried to do so, and can give no 
further description Ol her than that she 
neen I nil ill an American tugboat. He 
adds that after the hist shot was fifed 
at the Lane he caused the stars i id 
stripe-, to be hoisted at the peak, bat 
the only response the Spaniards ina te 
was u second shot. The gunboat u.d 
not hoist her colors until after the first 
shot was fired. 

As soon as Captain Quick reached 
here last night he wired his agents in 
Philadelphia and will await adrioM 
from them before determining upon 
what course »o pursue in regard to what 
he considers an outrage. He thinks the 
Lane must have been mistaken for a 
filibustering craft, but insists that there 
is nothing m her appearance to justify 
this belief. Besides the vessel is weil 
known to West Indian waters.

It 1» 1 nought That tile SpimNIi Ottti-er 
Dill Not Kxoeeil Hi* Authority. 

Washington, July 25.— The govern 
inent officials here have received no in 
formation in regard to the firing on tne 
schooner Carrie E. Lane by a Spanish 
war vessel off Cape Antonio. The gen- 
eral opinion ol naval officers Who read 
the report of the affair as described by 
Captain i^uiok is that the Spaniard did 
not exeeeu his authority iu overhauling 
the schooner, if the latter was iu the 
territory ot Cuba. 

The .spanisn government, it is hold, 
is menaced by tne danger of the laud- 
ing of (Ulb altering expedition on the 
Cuban coast, and In exerting itself to 
prevent such landing has a right to 
overhaul and learn the character of any 
Veeaal within the three-mile limit that 
might be suspected of having on board 
those entertaining designs against the 
government or a cargo intended for 
the insurgents. 

As Captain Quick's story shows he 
paid no attention to the man-of-war for 
an hour or more, tins, if is said, proba- 
bly causeii the capt nu of the latter to 
believe that the schooner was engaged 
in filibustering methods, and prompted 
him to take decisive action in prevent- 
ing her escape. One naval officer with 
whom a reporter talked was emphatic 
iu his declaration that «he captain of 
the man-of-war was perfectly justified 
in what he hud done, assuming, of 
coarse, that the schooner was within 
the territorial limits of Cuba. It was 
the business of the Spanish government 
to intercept any vessels that might be 
used by the insurgents. 

Tbe right of a cruiser of one nation 
to know the national character of any 
strange ship she may meet at sea is 
sustained by writers on international 
law. It is held that the party making 
the inquiry make himself fully known 
in some way before he can lawfully de- 
mand sach knowledge from the other 
Teasel. If this be refused, it is held 
that the inquiring vessel may fire a 
blank shot, and iu ca»e of farther de- 
lay, a shotted eun mav be fired across | 



the hows oi rue delinquent by way of 
positive summons. Any measure be- 
yond the summoning shot. Which the 
commander of an armed ship may t.iKc. 
fbt the pnnpoae ol ascertaining the na- 
tionality of another vessel, ttrust he at 
his peril. 

If any n.port of the affair be made to 
the state department, some steps will 
likely be taken by this government 
should the circumstances seem to war- 
rant it. If the statencnt ot Captain 
Quick that a solid shot was first fired 
directly at his vessel, is sustained, it 
may make his case a more serious one. 

SEVERE ME ASURES.

general governor of the province of Santa 
Clara: 

To the Inhabitants of the same: 

The suvageness of those who apply the 
torch, who steal and murder under the 
cry of "Vive Cuba Libre," and to the 
propagators who disgrace the Cuban peo- 
ple, recruiting partisans for th" hordes 

eommaaded by uoendiaries and highway- 

men compel me. with a most paiuful feel- 
ing, to adopt energetic msaeoere which I 
frankly confess shall be carried out to the 
extreme if the noble wur made by our val- 
iant army is responded to by murder ai.d 
pillage. 

For the present 1 decree the following 
edict : 

Article l.—Kvery countryman on enter- 
ing or leaving the towns shall be pro 
vided with his personal certificate and 
whh evidence of his ownership of the 
home he may be ridiug and sbnll exhibit 
them to any ageut of the government 
that might demand them. 

Article 2.— It is prohibited to trawl iu 
the country or in the outskirts of the 
town from sunset to sunrise, with the 00 
del-standing thet the patrols and forces in 
operation will del, on and put at 'my die* 
peael all persons Infringing upon this 
rule wdio are nor provided with the proper 
permit, which shall be issued SO them by 
the military of the demarcation of which 
they an- residents 

Article;!. — All permits to carry arms, 
which an- not countersigned by the mili- 
tary gOVel uor's office are null and void. 
Residents In the country who are in pos> 
session of any kind of arms shall deposit 
then within the period of todays with the 
posts of the civil guard or detachments 

nearest to their abodes, the chiefs of 
which shall issue them a proper voucher. 

Article 4. — It is only for agricultural 
work that working "machete*'' may be 
kept iu their residence.-., but it is absolute- 
ly' prohibited to carry the same outside of 
their respective lauded property. 

Artlcle5.— Those infringing these orders, 
is well as the agitators of opinion and 
•hose who abet :uul harbor them, shall he 

indicted for the crime of rebellion, tried 

in accordance with the code of justice and 
punished with all the severity of the mil- 
itary laws. 

Article (1.— The municipal mayors and 
mayors of circumspections shall publish 
wid. ly this edict, and the said authorities, 

as well as, ull civil and military authori- 
ties of this province, I h»;ld responsible lor 
its foil and punctual observance,

Mahkuj, July 25. — Official advices re- 
ceived here from Havana announce that 
a gunboat has arrived at Santiago de 
Cuba from Mauzauillo, bringing infor- 
mation that two columns of Spanish 
troops, one under General Navarro and 
the other under Colonel Aldavo, com- 
manded jointly by General La Cham- 
bre, and comprising 4.(100 infantry, 300 
cavalry and three guns, arrived on Sun- 
day lest at Nuevitas, the port of Puerto 
Principe. 

The dispatches add that the town of 
Bayamo, in the province ot Santiago de 
Cuba, where Captain (Jeueral Martinez 
De Campos is assembling troops, has 
been provided with fresh stores of am- 
munition and provisions. 

As the reinforcements approached 
Bayamo, M'useo retired to the country. 

Previously he attempted an attack, 
which was without result.

Chicaoo, July Co.— What seemed be- 
yond a doubt to be portions of a human 
skeleton, was found yesterday iu the 
basement of H. H. Holmes' building in 
Sixty-third street. The bones were 
viewed by a number of detectives and 
workmen, all of whom pronounced 
them a portion of a human backbone. 

The bone* were packed in damp 
earth which had been mixed with quick- 
lime. Several ribs were found, ai.d 
With them what resembled a bit of j..w 
with two teeth attached. A portion Of 
a lady's jacket with a large puffed 
sleeve lay with the bones, and ou the 
cloth was a bunch of hair, which, how- 
ever, was so badly discolored that Us 
original shade could not be determined. 

Dr. Charles North, to whom the bones 
were submitted for examination, pro- 
nounced them portions of a human 
skeleton. Ke had not applied chemical 
teste, he said, but after a supenieial 
animation he had no doubt that they 
were human bones. 

The fiud wae mysterious as neither 
the skull nor any of the leg bones were 
found with the ribs and bits of verte- 
brae. A small vial containing a pe- 
culiar looking fluid was found with tne 
Skeleton, but its nature could not be 
determined without tests and it was uo- 
cordiugly sent to a chemist for analysis. 

The workmen continuing the search 
iu another portion of this central base- 
ment found a second bed of quics lime. 
In this, just before their labors ended 
for the day, they discovered one of the 
metecurpel bones of a hum. in body. 
They expect to uncover other bodies 
buried iu this ch.trnel house of Kng.e- 
wood. 

The body fouud early in the day is 
supposedly thai of Pearl Conner, the 
daughter of Julia L. Conner, former 
wile of C. I. Conner, once of Mu-cati :e. 
Ia., later at 08 .Madison street, this city. 
Both mother and child have been miss 
iug since the summer of 1693, The 
woman was betrayed b\\JJolmes, her 
husband securing a divorce tvom her. 

She lived With Holmes at the castle ami 
some time in July or August , I893,shc and 
the child disappeared. That it was tae 
body of the child found Tuesday there 
can be but little question. 

As the result of the finding of a hu- 
man skeleton, believed to Ik- that of lit- 
tle Gertrude Conner, in the raboellar at 

the Holmes house at 701 Sixty-mini 
street yesterday. Chief Badeuoch has de- 
oided to hold Joseph C. Owens ana 
Patrick Cjuinlau. the two janitors ot the 
building, for further investigation. The 
chief of police came to the conclusion to 
hold the men after an examination 
which was conducted iu his office 
and which lasted nearly live hours, 
From their answers to questions I n et 
Badeuoch believes both men have guilty 
know le lg ■ of the criminal operutio-is of 
the man HoIbmm; mm (he finding oi the 
bones now leaves no doubr thai in addi- 
tion to his known swindling operations 
Holmes is also guilty of murdtr iu i !n 
cago. 

As a result of the discovery of the 
bones ye.steidav anothei - warrant for 
the an est . . Holmes will bo ewuru out 
in Chicago. A. Miuier, the nephew of 
Julia L. Conner, who swore out the 
warrant Tuesday for Holmes on the 
c har ge of murdering his aunt, will now 
take out a second warrant charging him 
With the inurdor of the little girl IV. r t, 
Active steps were also taken yesterday 
to secure warrants on the chiu'ge of 
murdering the Williams sisters. The 
hunt is now on, not to end until Holmi 
is either taken to Toronto or brought to 
Chicago. 

The famous "castle'' built by Holme- 
at Sixty-third and Wallace streets has 
been marked for destruction by the 
building department, Inspector Lau^ - 
lin has tent a letter to Building Com- 
missioner Downey calling attention *o 
the many defects in the structure, and 
pronouncing it a menrae to life and 
limb. During the exploration of the 
secret rooms aud concealed Stairway ■< 
the flimsy and Inflammable nature of 
the building was discovered. 

Josep.i « (wens, the former employe of 
Holmes, arrived from Bintfiiigton, O.. 
yesterday, aud guve himself up to De- 
tectives Norton and Fitzpatricl:. I'm 
Qntttlan came also from Evanstou and 
was taken into custody.

HOLMES INTERVIEWED. 
U. Attempts to Explain Sumo of tlie H*.- 

c«nt Osvelsyss sails. 
Phii.adki.piua, July 35. — H. H. 
Holmes was visited iu his cell yesterdav 
by his couusel, William A. Shoemaker. 
For two hours or mow Holmes spoke 
freely of the bones and the fragments 
of human anatomy fouud iu his 
"castle," in Chicago. After the inter- 
view Air. Shoemaker told an Associated 
Press reporter the substance of his 
client's statements. 

Mr. Shoemaker says Holmes declared 
that the tuft of human hair found in 
the chimney could not have belonged to 
Minnie Williams, for the reason that 
the chimney was a uew one, put in 
after the girl's disappearance. As to 
the bones, he said they wpre not those 
of Gertrude Conner, Minnie Williams 
or any other persons whom he was 
charged with having murdered. 

"The police simply dou't know what 
they are talking about," Holmes con- 
tinriAd "when thfsy say I murdered so 



many persons and burled their Doues 
indiscriminately in every nook and cor- 
ner I could find throughout the coun- 
try, l^uite a while ago I mane ■ -tub 

meut to the Philadelphia authorities 
that they were li.tbl* to Hud lumuu 
bones i'i many differ* nt places all OV*S 
tlie continent. 1 then frankly admitted 

th.it 1 had been engaged m a utunbei ui 

Insurance swindles which did not pan 
out.

I did so, and the bodies were 
buried in separate places. Where they 
are the police must find out." 

Holmes ridiculed the theory that ■ 
subterranean tank found in the Chicago 
establishment had been used for the 
secretion of his victims' corpse-, aud 
said that it had served as nothing more 
harmful than a vat for illumi uatiug oil 
used on the premises The dumb 
waiter was ac ouuted for by tlie fact 
that during the world's fair then- had 
been a restaurant on one of tlie Upper 
floors of the building. 

In the transfer of properties lief w. «m 
him and Minnie Williams. Holmes 
added, in which he had secured the 
Fort Worth property, a note in the 
shape of a mortgage was ■■ vcti by Miu- 
nie Williams, and endorsed "Hora Ce A. 
Williams," who wax supp >sed to i.e her 
brother. She nev-r had a mother, ho.v- 
ever, and the endorser was Holmes him- 
self.

Adjutant General stitzer of the state 
militia wired yesterday from .Market 
Lake, Ida., as follows: "I met au In- 
dian captain of police iu Teter BsuOU 
yesterday with 85 horses, hurrying out 
with all possible speed. I saw him again 
at 1 1 o'clock last night. He says he can 
not control the Indians, who will soon 
be fighting." 

A later dispatch from (Jeueral Stif*er 
says: "The Indians are in force at the 
Junction of Grauite creek and Fall river. 
All passes in tht Jackson Hole are now 
guarded by the Indians. Captain Sm.. i 
has just come in wounded in the right 
breast by Indians. Prospectors are 
driven from the mountain-.. Pickets 
are guarding the various passes. Horses 
are equipped ready to mount aud every 
body armed to the teeth." 

There ire in the Jackson Hole settle- 
ment 1 68 men capable of bearing am 3. 
88 women .md 1 I children. All of these 
are gathered at the settlement of Marys- 
vale, situated between Grosventre and 
Little Grosventre rivers. It is possib'e 

reinforcements from settlements east of 

the headwaters of the Big Wind river 
BOd from the Mormons from the south 
have reached them in response to 
couriers sent out during the last week, 
asking tov ,i d. 

It i» Aiiiuatad by the state author- 
ities that no less than 200 Indians are 
surrounding the settlement. If the 
whites have sufficient ammunition if s 
confidently expected they can stand 
the Indians until troops come to then- 
aid.

Increase in the Steel Industry at 
Pittsburg. 

Pittshi'ru, Penx., Julv 21.— Notwith- 
standing the scorching vvather the iron 
and Steel mills of this MCtioo are being 
run night and day, Heretofore they 
closed down in July to overhaul ma- 
chinery and make improvements. Now 
the mills are so busy they cannot close 
except when it becomes absolutely 
necessary by accidents. 

The revival in bus ness all over the 
country issuiall compared to the phenom- 
enal boom in this manufacturing sec- 
tion. Witniu the past week two mills 
that have been idle for several vears 
were leased to Eastern people and will 
be started as soon as thev can be made 
ready. 

The greatest boom is in steel billets, 
upon which the steel business is based. 
All the mills are now being worked 
their capacity and cannot till the orders 
oflered. Local buyets are compelled to 
no to Philadelphia mills for billet*, which 
t'tey always bought in this city. No 
orders are Doing taken for immediate 
delivery and purchasers are glad to get 
their goods by September. Prices are 
advancing. They are now within 50 
cents per ton of what they were before 
the panic 

By the settlement of old contracts 
during the week the clearances at Pitts- 
burg hanks were swelled to nearly ?1.>,- 
O00.000. The product of the Carnegie 
mills at Braddock. where steel rails and 
billets are the chief products, is esti- 
mated at 530,000 per day. 

There is a scarcity of inside mill labor. 
One reason for this is the extreme heat. 
The experience.! mill men are not used 
to working in the hot months, hut many 
are glad to risk their lives because of 
being idle so lou*.

WILL BE RELAID. 



The C. and 0. Will Place Heavier Rails 
on the Cincinnati Division— The 
Work Soon to be Com- 
menced. 

The work of removing the lightweight 
rails on the Cincinnati division of the 
C. andO. will soon begin, says the Ports- 
mouth Tribune. 

Up in the mountains on the Eastern 
division, 100-pound rails are taking the 
place of the light ones. These 100-pound 
rails are made necessary by the heavy 
tonnage carried over the road and the 
topography of the country. 

The new rails which are to be laid on 
the Cincinnati division are seventy-five 
pounds weight, and it is said they will 
answer the purpose of the 100-pound 
rails on the Eastern division, because 
the Western division of the road-bed is 
very solid and has few curves between 
Cincinnati and Huntington. In fact the 
curves do not run much over three de- 
grees. 

The new rails will enable the C. and O. 
" flyers" which run out of Cincinnati to 
reach Huntington in three hours and 
fifteen minutes. The distance is one 
hundred and sixty-three miles, and is 
now made in about four hours and nine 
minutes. The shortening of the time 
approximately an hour is an important 
thing in the road's favor. 

A Sad Case. 

Mre. William Brown, who fell in a 
grate and was so badly burned last 
spring, was again taken to the hospital 
at Covington yesterday afternoon. She 
had been at home some time, but the 
burns on her scalp had not entirely 
healed. A few days ago she fell, striking 
on her head and badly injuring herself. 
The case is a sad one and is rendered all 
the more so, by the fact that her five- 
months-old child is dangerously ill with 
whooping-cough. Mr. Brown depends 
upon his daily labor for the support of 
his family, and finds it difficult to get any 
one to nurse and care for the child.

The trio unghteil at Emanuel char<u, 
Barrett following. Duraut and Miss 
Lamout eutered the church, followed 
Btill by Barrett, while Miss Williams 
waited outride. Barrett says he hid be- 
hind a pew. Detecting an odor of 
escaping gas, Duraut went to the belti.v 
to stop t lie teak. Barrett seized aud at- 
tempted to a-sault Miss Lamout. To 
stifle her cries lie choked her. aud siM 
dropped to the floor. 

To silence Miss Williams, Barrett 
says he stabbed her with a knife taken 
from the restaurant. Meanwhile D; 
rant had been evercome by gas aud was 
eo dazed that, he did not see Baire't 
oanyiBg the bodies' to the belfry. Bar- 
rett sa vs he did not wish Duraut to be 
hanged for his crime aud that he was 
sure he won'd eventually be found out. 

Barjytt resembles Duraut iu personal 
appearance. He worked here as u 
waiter, but is periodically dissipated. 
He persists in his statements despite 
cross-examination. He will be ex- 
amined as to his sanity. 

Duraot'it Trial Krsumed. 

San Fkam i-' <>, July 25. — The trial 
of Durant for the murder of Blanche 
Lamont was resumed today. The dis- 
trict attorney presented affidavits 
stating that Duraut can have a lair 
trial there, and it is expected the motion 
for change of venue will be denied. 

The county jail is besieged by women 
daily anxious to see Duraut and to leave 
flowers for him. In both cases thpy 
are disappointed. The jailors say Du- 
rant enjoys ins notoriety. He has hit'i- 
erto paid little attention to religious 
matters, but. is now receiving the virits 
of a Roman Catholic priest, and say he 
wm embrace tnat religion. Funds tor 

his defense are said to be supplied by 
relatives in Canada.

KENTUCKY CROPS. 

Weather Conditions Very Favorable 
the Past Week, and the Out- 
look is Bright. 

The weather of the past week was 
characterized by a temperature consider- 
ably in excess of the normal, a nearly 
average amount of sunshine and freqdent 
thunder storms fairly well distributed. 
The average amount of rainfall for the 
State was very near the normal, but was 
quite unevenly distributed, though rain 
of greater or less amount fell in nearly 
all parti of the state. In many of the 
central and southern counties very heavy 
local rains are reported, in some instances 
accompanied by hail and high winds 
which damaged crops seriously in local- 
ities of limited area. An unusual amo int 
of damage to stock and buildings from 
light niug is also reported. 

In some few districts in the northeast- 
ern counties drouth conditions are still 
reported, though the principal complaint 
is of shortness of water for stock and the 
drying Dp Ol pastures, no serious injury 
of general character to crops being re- 
ported. Generally speaking, the condi- 
tions described have had a most favor- 
able effect upon all forms of vegetation 
and the present outlook for the crops 
which are still unharvested is very prom- 
ising. The coriespondent at Morganfield 
states that during an extensive trip 
made by him though the western half of 
the state he saw the best crop prospects 
he had seen in years. This statement is 
substantially true of other sections also. 

Wheat threshing has progressed dur- 
ing the week, and but little now remains 
iu the held. The reports relative to the 
yield continue to range from poor to fair, 
both as to quantity and quality. The 
most favorable reports come, as a rule, 
from the western halt of the State, those 
from the eastern and northern sections 
generally indicating a poorer crop. 

The rains have still further improved 
the outlook for oats, and the majority of 
correspondents state that a good yield iB 
anticipated. The greater portion of the 
crop has been cut, except in the extreme 
eastern counties, where it is ripening 
rapidly, ami will be ready for cutting this 
week. Some threshing has been done in 
the southern and western sections of the 
State. 

Hay cutting was nearly completed dur- 
ing the week, and owing to the recent 
rams, the yield is generally better than 
was anticipated some time ago, but is 
short of the average. 

Correspondents in the northeastern 
counties, where the rainfall has been less 
than in the others, state that the mead- 
ows are very thin and dry, and that they 
will yield a poor crop. 

Correspondents in all parts of the State 
still report that corn is remarkably fine 
in appearance anil the early crop is now 
almost assured. For six weeks past the 
weather conditions have been all that 
could be desired for its progress, and, as 
a. result, it is in exceptionally fine con- 
dition. Some damage was caused by 
high winds and hail, especially to the 
more advanced portion of the crop and 
many fields were badly beaten down or 
washed out, but the injured wa> confined 
mainly to localities of limited area. A 
great number of reports state that the 
outlook for the crop is the best seen in 
inanv veare. 

Tol >aceo was generally improved by 
the weather conditions of the week, 
especially that portion which was planted 
late. It has recovered in mo.-t instances 
from the unevenness which marked its 
earlier growth, and its present rate of 
progress will place it beyond the danger 
• if early frosts. Much of the earl v planted 
portion of the crop in the southwestern 
portion of the State has been topped. 
There are but few exceptions this week 
to the general reports ol the fine condi- 
tion of the crop. 

Garden products of all kinds are re- 
ported to be very plentiful and of good 
quality. The prospects for late Irish 
potatoes have been greatly improved 
during the week. A good crop of melons 
is assured. Hemp is doing well, but in a 
few localities suffered some damage from 
w ind and hail during the week 

Pastures were improved by the rains 
of the week, hut are still in poor condi- 
tion, especially those of the eastern 
counties, where there is much complaint 
of shortage of grass and in some localities 
an insufficient supply of water for stock 
is reported.
